Colonel Roller told the whole assembly that four cadets would 
not graduate that day... But when Tom Fouracre crossed the stage, the Big Boy gave him his sheepskin... We were forgiven... 
The group of four of us was never together again... Bill Sanders did marry (his date) Stagg, and Tom Fouracre did many 
Bubbles... | lost track of my date, Gay, and of both Carter and Suzy... Bless Colonel Roller’s soul... He has to be the ‘most 
unforgettable person’ in my life.”

The AMA Alumni Association, Inc. Board of Directors 

has voted to transfer its operating fund principal to an 
equity investment to maximize income. 

Meeting at the Ingleside Hotel in Staunton on Saturday, 
March 9, the Board authorized Mickey Gordon, ‘39, Ed 
Click, ‘50, and Rod Willey, ‘51, to move the operating fund 
reserve, now in an income (bond) fund, to an equity (stock) 
fund.

President Gary Nicholson, ‘70, said the transfer will be 
made without cost to the Association. Scholarship accounts 
will continue in bond funds. Their dividends fund the annual 
VMI and AMA Legacy Scholarships.
